DRY REFERENDUM 
IN 8 STATES SEEN 
Y ‘WET’ WITNE 


Founder of Association 
Against 18th Amend- 
ment Reveals His Politi- 
cal Activities.

Washington, June 30.—(/)—Turn- 
ing its spotlight on the political ac- 
tivities of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment, the senate 
campaign funds committee learned to- 
day that it is paving the way for 
referendums on the wet and ‘dry issue 
in six states besides New York and 
Wisconsin where elections have been 
ordered, 

Captain William H. Stayton, of 
Smyrna, Md., founder of the associa- 
tion, said these states e Lllinois, 
Missouri, Colorado, Califofpia, Mon- 
tana and Nevada, each of which has 
an initiative and referendum clause in 
its constithtion. Petitions are now 
being circulated, he added, with a 
view to en prcing the issue at the 
polls. 

Appearing in response to a sub- 
poena, Stayton occupied the stand dur- 
ing two sessions and under questioning 
by Senator King, democrat, Utah, told 
of the political activities of his or- 
ganization and disclosed that it is a

That United States 

Eliminate Article 7 of 
Berenger Accord. 


PROMISE BY U. S. 
NOT SUFFICIENT 


Caillaux Also Demands 
Safeguard Clause — Fi- 
nancial Conference of 
Three Countries Sought.

Paris, June 30.—Joseph Caillaux 
this eveaing received 2 cable from 
Washington giting unofficial assur- 
ance that the United States will never 
apply article 7 of the Berenger accord, 
which provides for the mobilization of 
the debt and issuance of bonds for 
public sale whenever America might 
demavad. 

The cablegram was signed by Sec- 
It 
promised M. Caillaux that America 
would never envisage such procedure 
and that the article was merely in- 
cluded as a convention and matter of 
form. 

Assurance Insufficient. 

M. Caillaux replied to the treasury 
department at Washington that this 
assurance’ is insufficient and that ar- 
ticle 7 must be eliminated from the 
agreement which the senate ratifies. 
The finance minister pointed out that 
he realizes that there is a frienQy and 
sympathetic attitude in the present 
feeling at Washington, but since tne 
funding runs 62 years, France must 
protect herself against the future. 
M. Caillaux is also demanding the in- 
clusion of a safeguard clause in the 
conveation, warning Secretary ) '- 
lon by eable that it will be practically 
impossible to secure ratification by 
the French parliament unless some 
such concession is offered by America. 

Attempts to find some formula per- 
mitting the salvation of the franc be- 
fore next Tuesday when the govern- 
ment is pledged to outline its policy 
béfore parliament is being sought by 
Caillanx who today ordered the new 
governor of the Bank of France, M. 
Moreau, to summon Benjamin Strong, 
governor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, and Montague Norman, 
governor of the Ban! of England, to 
Paris, from the Riviera, where tliey 
are sojourning sincé the pourparlers 
with M. Robineau Were broken off 
last week. 

Experts Make Report. 

The experts’ cemmittee, named by 
Raoul Peret last month completed its 
report which recommends stabilizing 
the franc at between 175 to 200 to 
the pound sterling and 85 to 40 to 
the dollar. 

This admits the impossibility of 
strengthening the franc 
through artificial means, which was 
considered the solé means of obtain- 
ing ratification through government 
intervention, with American and Eng- 
lish aid bolstering up the franc a few 
points during the debate. 

The dissolution of parliament now 
is considered the sole solution as only 
two alternatives are available—a cap- 
ital levy or sale of. government mo- 
nopolies.- The left house, with an eye 
to the 100,000 votes employed on 
the government’s railways, telegraphs, 
telephoneg and tobacco business, wili 
not consider leasing these to foreign 
syndicates who guarantee enormous 


‘returns instead of the present losses; 
the right naturally is violently op- 
posed to a levy on capital. 

The only other possible solution, the 
pledging of the nation’s 700,000,000 
gold ‘reserve for credits in New York 
and London, is bitterly assailed by 
both sides as the “Turkeyfication” of 
France through. permitting foreign | 
powers to interfere with its sovereign 
right. It is fully realized that both 
United States and English bankers 
would insist upon the strongest. safe- 
guards and contrpls before joining any 
tripartite accord to stabilize the franc.

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SENATOR EDWARDS 
CALLS FOR REPEAL 
OF DRY STATUTE 


Resolution for Constitu- 
tional Amendment Is 


‘Leader of New Jersey. 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Washington, June 30.—dAssailing 
prohibition as a hopeless failure and 
a growing stench in the nostrils of the 
nation, Senator Edwards, democrat, 
of New Jersey, introduced a resolu- 
tion in the senate today providing 
for repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment by a national referendum in 
1928. 

Senator Edwards’ proposal calls for 
a popular expression of the people's 
will through the medium of state 
conventions. The delegates to tlie 
conventions would be elected by pop- 
ular yote but the time and place of 
holding the convention would be de- 
cided by .the several state legisla- 
tures. Senator Edwards contends that 
that fifth article of the constitution 
provides that changes in the consti- 
tution may be made by state conven- 
tions as well as by state legislatures. 

/No Action Expected. 

The New Jersey senator does not 
expect to have his resolation even 
considered this session. He suggest- 


ed to the sénate that he would like 
to have the proposal approved by a 
two-thirds vote in both houses and 
submitted to the state conventions 
so they might act prior to the presi- 
dential election in 1928. 

“The repeal will become _ valid,” 
Senator Edwards said, “when ratified 
by conventions in three-fourths of the 
states in accordance with the provi- 
sions of article 5 of the constitu- 
tion. 

“Such an amendment would be per- 
fectly legal regardless of the codnten- 
tions of Senator Borah, republican, of 
Idaho, and Walsh, democrat, of Mon- 
tana. that the constitution does not 
sanction a popular referendum on the 
question of the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment. 


“This amendment makes specific 
and unquestioned provision for the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 
It will be noted that the fifth amend- 
ment to the constitution provides 
that amendments to the constitution 

may he proposed by conventions in 
three-fourths of the states and if 
Senators Borah and Walsh will read 
the constitution they will find that 
all the political talk about the help- 
lessness, of the American people to 
arrange and perfect their own consti- 


tutional affairs is sheer nonsense.”

Mrs. Elizabeth Gaines, stepmother 
of Sylvia, said today that her hus- 
band used liquor during nervous 
spells but could not be considered an 
habitual drunkard. He was gassed 
and shell-shocked in France and 
during nervous attacks frequently col- 
lapsed and was unable to move for 
days, she said.

Insisting that he went fishing “for 
fish,” and not delegates, Judge Ol- 
vany said that his mission was not 
primarily politics, but admitted that 
politics and Smith were discussed all 
along the way. He went on a busi- 
ness trip and to look over a real es- 
tate enterprise in which he is in- 
terested. 

“One thing that did surprise me was 
the intimate knowledge the people in 
the west have of Governor Smith’s 
work in reconstructing this state and 
of his personality. They asked me

“Unquestionably, the west locks to 
Smith as the big democrat of the east. 
There is no one else even put in the 
same class.

Turning to his theory, Dr. Bowie 
eaid that with rainfall action as the 
basis, earthquakes are explained sim- 
ply with a little physics, chemistry and 
common sense, 

“Earthquakes primarily are due to 
rain,” he said. “If we bad no rain. 
there would be no shifting of land 
from land to sea areas and the earth’s 
surface would be as placid as the moon. 

“It ig water falling on land areas 
disintegrating earth and washing it 
to sea areas that disturbs the ad- 
justment of gravitational forces.” 

He explained at the outset that the 
earth has a crust of brittle rock ex- 
tending to a depth of about 60 miles 
below sea level. Below that depth 
rocks are solid but-they yield with- 
out breaking under pressure of accu- 
mulated sediment, according to a law 
in physics. 

The whole phenomena of _ earth- 
quakes is a see-saw action, based on 
chemical reactions which occur every 
day in the labortary and outside. The 
changes are due to changes in the 
temperature of the crustal material, 
as ‘water ‘and gravitation shift the 
loads over the earth’s surface, 

On one side is the place where the 
sediment is deposited. On. the other 
is the — from which it is taken by 
rainfall action. 

This sediment, as it is deposited, 
forces the earth’s crust there down- 
ward, carrying it into hotter tempera- 
tures gradually while this materia] is 
being forced into warmer temperatures. 
This action pushes the solid rock under- 
neath, which reacts to push the area 
from which the sediment was carried 
away by erosion into cooler tempera- 
tures. This ehange of temperature 
Causes expansion and_ contraction, 
which results in an earthquake, 

What about the future of earth- 
quakes? 

“We've had earthquakes for the last 
million years, and we'll have them the 
next million years,” Dr. Bowie said. 

““We've had earthquakes since wa- 
ter began to fall, and we’ll have them 
as long as we have rain and we'll 
have rain as long as the sun heats 
the earth and causes’ evaporation. 
We'll have earthquakes as long as the 
earth is habitable. If we had no rain 
we couldn’t live, so we'll have to ac- 
cept them ag necessary evils.”

A few substantial judg- 
‘ments against such municipalities 
| would soon wake them up to the neces- 
sity of cutting out the dirty business. 
Not only individuals who may suffer 
as a consequence of such pollution of 
the water supply, but other municipal- 
ities injured by the criminal negligence 
should have a good cause for action, 
and judgments to cover such damages 
would sting even the most blase of- 
fender. 

Several years ago a workman in a 
gang hired by a contractor contracted 
typhoid fever from the polluted drink- 
ing water which the contractor pro- 
vided for his workmen. This led to 
a suit against the contractor and the 
court awarded the plaintiff a judg- 
ment. In that case it was deemed neg- 
ligent on the part of the contractor 
that he failed to take reasonable care 
, that the drinking water he suppled 
was safe to drink. If I recollect, this 
was a Minnesota case. Minnesota is 
the intelligence center of this country. 

In Minnesota last December the su- 
preme court upheld the reasonable and 
sensible rules by which the school and 
health authorities excluded from school 
a child_who had a sore throat. The 
child was entitled to return to school 
when a culture showed no diphtheria 
germs present and a physician gave a 
certificate. The child’s parents were 
adherents of a cult wich denies that 
germs cause disease or that there is 
any danger of infection. They sought 
a writ of mandamus to compel ad- 
mittanee of the child te sehool with- 
out these formalities. The court de- 
clined to grant these peculiar people 
\the privilege of subjecting other chil- 
dren in school to possible infection. 

Now ‘suppose the school failed to 
take this precaution about admitting 
pupils with eommunicable  disense. 
Would not the parent or guardian of 
a pupil who might contract disease in 
such circumstances have a just cause 
against the school authorities? If the 
school authorities admitted a _ chiid 
-with any evidence of a communicable 
disease would they. not be responsible 
for the injury which other children 
might suffer, in the same way and 
for the same reason that the contractor 
was held responsible for the unsafe 
drinking water? .

VOTE IS EXPECTED 


UN DILL RADIO BILL 


Washington, June 80.—The senate 
has begun consideration of the Dill 
radio bill to set up an interstate com- 
merce commission for the air. A vote 
is expected Thursday. The house has 
passed a sijuilar bill sponsored by Rep- 
resentative White, Maine, republican. 

President Coolidge has opposed the 
plan for an independent radio commis- 
sion embodied in this bill. It would 
take all radio control from Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover and place it with 
an independent quasi-judicial commis- 
sion like the interstate commerce com- 
mission. Coolidge’s objection is that 
this would add another independent 
bureau over which the administration 
would have no control and would in- 
crease the tendency toward bureau- 
cracy. ; 

The necessity for strict radio con- 
trol is accepted by all factions. The 
limited number of channels for broad- 
casting requires that the federal gov- 
ernment preserve order and direct the 
traffic among the broadcasting sta- 
tions, which left alone would get in 
each other’s way causing nothing short 
of an artificial statie for the helpless 
citizen at the receiving end of a radio. 
The dispute is whether a cabinet offi- 
cer or an independent commission 
shall be the traffic officer.

Gary Declares 
U.S. and France 


Remain Friends 


By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
ve The Chicago Tribune.) 


New York, June 30.—The spirit of 
friendliness between France and the 
United States remains strong and un- 
broken, despite “spoken or written 


words of real and abiding hostility” 
in the opinion of Elbert H. Gary. 

Speaking at a luncheon to visiting 
French journalista at the Bankers’ 
elub today, the chairman of the 
United States Steel corporation de- 
clared “nothing has happened or is 
likely ever to happen that will cause 
the vast majority of the people of the 
United States to entertain feelings 
of animosity toward France.” 

Among those whom Judge’ Gary 
entertained was Dr. Marcel Knecht, 
head of the visiting delegation, to 
whom he paid personal tribute. 

“We Americans haye no right to 
speak in any public or representative 
capacity,” he said. “No one claims 
authority to speak for another on this 
occasion. But all the men present 
are competent to express an opinion 
concerning the sentiment of. the large 
majority of our’ people ,on interna- 
tional questions. 4 

“In common frankness ahd honesty. 
we must admit the relations between 
the United States and France have 
not of late been considered cordial 
and satisfactory.. Many things have 
been said or done by men of promi- 
nence and influence which would #®- 
dicate a feeling of resentment or 
hostility or dissatisfaction concern- 
ing international matters relating to 
these two great nations. 

“In the’ United States persons of 
ability and good intentions have in- 
dulged in uncomplimentary language 
towards the French administration of 
affairs and sometimes leading French- 
men have condemned the attitude of 
the American public. . Even in the 
halls of the French parliament or the 
American congress words have heen 
uttered on this subject that were 
harsh and unjustified. As a matter 
of course, the effect has not been good 
anywhere. Equitable adjustments 
have been prevented or delayed 
thereby. 

“The fair and honest view to take 
concerning any words of real and 
abiding . hostility, spoken, or writ- 
ten in either the United States or 
France. against the other during the 
‘last 150 year, is that they did not and 
do not represent the sentiment of 
the rank and file of either country. 

“We may discuss properly and fully 
with Frenchmen any economic or 
financial question. We may urge 
persistently claims which appear to 
some to be unreasonable, but nothing 
ever is likely to happen that will 
cause the vast majority of the people 
of the. United States of America to 
entertain feelings of animosity  to- 
ward France or the French peopie.”

Wiley Declares 
Against Repeal 


New York, June 30.—(4)—Legisla- 
tion that will make labels on sugars 
as worthless as those on whiskey are 
being rushed through congress, Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, pioneer pure food 
law advocate, asserted today. 

Dr. Wiley’s warning was given in 
an address to Consumers and Produc- 
ers. Associated. ITacing more than a 
hundred fvod experts, the “father of 
federal pure food laws” on his 82nd 
birthday, declared that bills have pass- 
el the house and genate that will le- 
galize “the misbranding and adultera- 
tion of the nation’s sugar supply.” 

“The house bill,” Dr. Wiley said, 
“provides that starch sugar can be 
used as sugar, without informing the 
consumer of that fact. I have no 
quarrel with the use of starch sugar, 
provided no fraud is committed there- 
in. My objection to the legislation, 
which is likely to be concluded today, 
is that it legalizes fraud. 

“This is the twentieth anniversary 
of the pure food law. On its twen- 
tieth anniversary it is likely to be re- 
pealed in one of its most important 
provisions, « 

“It is a curious study of the atti- 
tude of the legislators to find that a 
majority vote in the house and a 
unanimous vote in the senate has dis- 
regarded the pure food law, violated 
the code of ethics and made it pos- 
sible to deceive the whole body of the 
American public legally and under 
express warrant of congress.”

The report made public here deals 
extensively with southern fruit and 
vegetable shipments. It shows that a 
total of 6,000 cars of southern pota- 
toes have been shipped to date, or 50 
per cent more than one year ago. 
Watermelon forwardings were not up 
to last year’s mark, but have increased 
rapidly to 700 carlots daily. Tomato 
movement was twice as heavy as last 
year this time, filling 2,000 cars. 

The heaviest lettuce movement was 
reported in central California and 
Washington, but southern points have 
been extensive shippers. Cabbage was 
moving principally from Virginia, 
Maryland and Ohio, while North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina have furnish- 


ments, 

A slump in cantaloupe shipments 
from the Imperial Valley section of 
the west was reported. Southern states 
are beginning to ship in larger quanti- 
ties. 

Total probable shipments of peaches 
from southern and central Georgia will 
reach 8,300 cars, or about 900 cars 
less than last year. the reports esti- 
mated. The earlier varieties of 
peaches have mostly been moved, the 
varieties now coming into the mar- 
kets consisting mainly of Carmen, 
Hileys, Georgia Belles and Elbertas. 

South Carolina potatoes were yir- 
tually gone from the market last week, 
but the northward swining season 
finds Virginia, North Carolina and 
Maryland holding the center of the 
stage with Oklahoma in the mid-west.

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled, at the same as yesterday's 
finish to 1 1-Se higher, corn 1-Sc to 
2 1-Sc down, oats 1-4c to 1-3c higher, 
Feorn 1-8e to 2 1-Sc down, oats 1-4c to 
1 3-Se off, and provisions showing 
12 to 2c advance. 

Trading in wheat’ was on a large 
scale, chiefly in connection with un- 
toward developments regarding the 
spring wheat outlook. For at least 
the time being, the news concern*ng 
‘winter wheat was generally assumed 
to have been discounted in full. The 
fact that unofficial mid-year crop esti- 
inmates tomorrow were expected to be 
bullish as to spring wheat tended to 
accelerate buying, and so likewise did 
one advance forecast that the yield 
in the four principal northwestern 
states would not exceed 175,000.000 
bushels this season and_ probably 
would be less. 

Increased country offerings of 
wheat to arrive from Illinois points 
led to something of a reaction in the 
final dealings. On. the other hand, 


ports of a tendency developing among 
farmers in Kansas to hold wheat back 
for higher prices. Meanwhile, favor- 
able weather for the harvest in the 
southwest continued and Liverpool 
quotations were lower than had heen 
looked for. Weakness at Liverpool 
was ascribed more or Jess to en 
auspicious beginning of harvest in 
Italy. Figures on export business 
from North: America “wera widely at 
variance. 

Corn and oats were depressed not 
only by news from Washington but 
also hy indications of heavy deliveries 
of corn here tomorrow on July con- 
tracts. 

Provisions were responsive to pack- 
ers’ buying and to an upward trend 


in hog values.

Federal Banker 
Retuses Comment 


On French Loan 


Nice, France, June 30.—(4)—Ben- 
jamin Strong, governor of the Federal 
Reserve bank of New York, refuses 
today to express any opinion on the 
French financial situation and Finance 
Minister Caillaux’s reported desire to 
obtain assurances that American ad- 
vance credits would be forthcoming, 
provided the debt settlement with the 
United States was ratified by the 
French parliament. 


It has been commented that Mr. 
Strong expects to remain in France 
another month and thus will be here 
personally should negotiations on the 
subject be desired. 

Mr. Strong, dining in a small cafe 
at St. Paul, 20 miles away in the 
mountains, accompanied by Montague 
Norman, governor of the Bank of 
England, declared he is recuperating 
from a recent illness and attempting 
to forget business. 

It is learned, however, that the new 
governor of the Bank of France, M. 
Moreau, has been in communication 
with Mr. Strong, although he denies 
anything but that courtesy greetings 
were exchanged, and insists that he 
is not so situated as to carry on ne- 
gotiations. 

Mr. Strong and Mr. Norman are 
spending hours daily together,  al- 
though the American banker assertp 
they are studying French rural life, 
not finance.
